Property damage was estimat- 
ed at hundreds of millions and on 
every side from city officials and 
army engineers came the warning,

est mass exodus in history. 

“A super-flood is on its way,” 
came the grim warning from Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Eugene Reynolds, 
district chief of the United States 
army engineers at Memphis.

GOT BALANCED RATION 


AUBURN, Ala. — Alabama's 
highest producing dairy herd in 
December was fed “a grain mix-

The herd belongs to R. B. Kent,
